THE CULTURE OF CACTI 


HE care of Cacti is quite 

simple. Remember they 
are dry climate plants and 
are not used to daily water- 
ings and_ attention. For 
healthy flowering growth 
give them a light airy win- 
dow and water them only 
when the soil is dry about 
once a week and then don’t 
soak them. They need a porous sandy soil 
rather than a sticky loam soil so the roots 
won't drown. Neglect doesn’t hurt them as 
much as too much watering. Don’t be im- 
patient for they naturally grow. slowly. 


CLEISTOCACTUS HUANTENSIS. This 
new species I found near Huanta, Peru. 
Stems slender 1” 1%” diameter to 6’ 
tall forming clumps often beneath the
